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Water is the important considera­ 
tion of these trees; they are able to 
thrive only under conditions afford­ 
ing sufficient water to meet their 
individual requirements. Desert trees 
may be roughly grouped as to their 
water needs. 


Standing apart from the other 
trees is the Washington Palm 
which requires a constant sup­ 
ply of water. If it is to live the 
palm must have its roots in a 
generous supply of water but 
not necessarily pure water for 
the palm is quite tolerant 
of 
alkaline water. Even if there is 
no surface water the water table 
will be found to be close ro the 
surface where the palm is grow­ 
ing. 


Another group develops a root 
system that follows the moisture 
downward, extending a taproot to 
sufficient depth to gain a moisture 
supply for the tree. 
In this group 
will be found the trees in habiting 
the desert washes; honey mesquite, 
screwbean 
mesquite, 
palo 
verde, 
ironwood, desert willow, cat’s claw, 
smoke tree, and parkinsonio. 
It is 
difficult ot transplant 
these 
trees 
even when quite small because of 
the damage to the long taproot dur­ 
ing the transplanting. 


More or less confined to 
stream beds and other sources 
of water will be found the three 
deciduous trees, sycamore, wil­ 
low and cottonwood. Their wa­ 
ter 
requirements 
are 
h i g h 
though not so exacting as that 
of the Washington palm. 


Another tree standing apart from 
the others is the Joshua which grows 
at a higher elevation but has been 
transplanted to the lower elevation 
of the great valley. 
Its root system 
is extensive but is spreading and near 
the surface of the ground which 
makes it possible for the root sys­ 
tem to pick up moisture during the 
very light rains of desert plateau- 
country. 
I suspect that in cases 
where Joshua trees transplanted to 
a lower altitude are not doing well 
it will be found they are being given 
entirely too much water. The Joshua 
tree is not a palm tree. 


In the canyons will be found 
the desert almond and the des­ 
ert apricot. 
They are usually 
in the sandy stream bed back in 
the higher canyons and obtain a 
periodical supply of moisture 
during the time the stream 
flows. 


The juniper, scrub oak, and pin- 
yon pine are found on the desert

He was especially act­ 
ive In securing 
the airport and the 
large 
governmental 
appropriation, 
said fo exceed $30,000,

Mr. Shannon served a term as pres­ 
ident of the county chamber of com­ 
merce, and Is well 
acquainted with 
leaders throughout the county.

military camp. Each nation says 
she is forced to take such ac­ 
tion in order to protect herself 
from the other. Hitler says he 
sent troops into the Rhineland 
because Germany is surrounded 
by , an iron ring; the French 
spokesman says it would avoid 
carnage two years hence if the 
Germans were driven out of the 
Rhineland now. 
Neither side 
shows any indication of reced­ 
ing. consequently war will prob­ 
ably come soon. 
It isn’t our 
fight, so we had better save Am­ 
erica’s strength and 
resources 
until WE are threatened. In the 
meantime, we hope, America 
will build the biggest and best 
air force in the world.

In view of steadily im proving econ­ 
omic conditions California may expect 
an annual income of $67,500,000 from 
the 3 per cent retail sales tax, in the 
opinion of Fred E. S tew art, m em ber 
of th e state board of equalization. 
Stew art pointed out th at collections 
since the law became effective August 
1, 1933, have am ounted to $123,285,­ 
189, or an average o f $4,740,000 
a 
m onth. 
“F o r the past six m onths, however, 
this revenue has averaged $5,600,000 
a m onth so th a t it is reasonable to be­ 
lieve th at the future annual yield from 
this source will be a t least $67,500,­ 
000," Stew art said. 
"C ontrary to pessim istic predictions, 
business has not been hurt by the 
sales tax. 
R ecent holiday trad e has 
been the best for years. There is sub­ 
stantial im provem ent in 
practically 
every branch of industry. 
"Com pared with sta te s in which no 
sales taxes are levied, recovery 
in 
California has been every bit as fast, 
and frequently faster,” Stew art claim­ 
ed. 
"No one can say truthfully that 
the sales tax has been bad for busi­ 
ness in California." 
Stew art described a s “unthinkable" j 
any attem pt to replace the $67,500,000 
annual income by loading this burden 
together w ith other taxes, on 
land 
owners. 
“It would stagnate industry 
and 
cause greater distress than has ever 
been known in this state," he insisted. 
Relative to the substitution of trans- 1 
action 
tax 
or 
gross 
income 
tax, 
Stew art said: 
"E xperience with such taxes else­ 
where has disclosed th a t they 
are 
much more expensive to adm inister, 
involve many more com plications and 
have an unfortunate tendency to pyra­ 
mid. 
P ractical and legal complica­ 
tions would be m ultiplied under any 
such system of taxation. There would 
be intricate problem s affecting inter­ 
state and foreign trade."

Progress A dm inistration, it was un­ 
derstood a t the relief adm inistration 
headquarters, w as the first step in a 
program which calls for the dism issal 
of 15,800 W PA w orkers by the end of 
M arch, and an additional 10,000 each 
succeeding m onth until July 1. 
W'hile it is felt th at the general plan 
of W PA is to place as m any of these 
dism issed em ployes as possible 
on 
o th er Federal projects, and also to 
assist them to returning to private in­ 
dustry, it was believed th a t 
many 
would re-apply for relief a t SRA of­ 
fices. 
Relief officials stressed the fact th at 
the financial position of 
the 
SRA 
would make th e acceptance of 
any 
large num ber of applicants impossible. 
They stated, how ever, that SRA would 
do everything w ithin its power to pre­ 
vent 
undue 
hardship 
or 
suffering 
am ong those persons whose 
needs 
could not be m et in any other m an­ 
ner. 


E ach applicant for relief will re­ 
ceive a com plete investigation 
for 
eligibility, SRA officials stated. 
P ar­ 
ticu lar em phasis will be placed upon 
the employability of the client, since 
W PA has announced its intention of 
first releasing w orkers whom it con­ 
siders unemployable. 
If investigation 
show s the applicant to be clearly un­ 
employable, SRA cannot legally grant 
relief, and the person m ust apply to 
the county w elfare departm ent. 
Employable applicants m ust prove 
th at they have attem pted to 
secure 
w ork by producing registration cards j 
from 
state 
or 
federal 
em ploym ent I 
services, and m u st also show that 
they have used all possible m eans to 
secure aid from legally responsible 
relatives. 


W hen dism issed W PA em ployes ap­ 
ply for relief, th e SRA will m ake a 
careful check of th e date aud am ount 
of th e applicant's last W PA check. 
W hen SRA clients were placed 
on 
W PA, they were carried on relief by 
SRA for from seven to tw enty-one 
days following placem ent. 
Therefore, 
relief officials believe, that in general, 
applicants should be able to m anage 
for a t least two weeks after receipt of 
the last full pay check from WPA. 
T hey also pointed out th at among 
o thers slated for dism issal by 
WPA 
were large num bers of single persons 
whose security w age was greatly in 
excess of the SRA budget allow ance \ 
for single persons. 
It was felt th at ¡ 
because of this high security 
wage 
th at m ost of th e single 
applicants 
would be able to carry them selves for 
as long as four to six weeks before 
finding it necessary to apply for re­ 
lief. 


W hile reiterating their stand that 
there was no arrangem ent 
betw een 
WPA and SRA for any blanket tran s­ 
fer of responsibility, the relief adm in­ 
istration gave assurance that it would 
do everything w ithin its power to cope 
with th e problem, and that all appli­ 
cations would be considered on 
the 
basis of the individual needs of the 
applicant. 


W hen asked w hat effect any 
in­ 
crease in the caseload 
would 
have 
upon the financial situation, relief of­ 
ficials pointed out that any increased 
expenditures would shorten the period 
during which sta te funds would 
be 
available, and called attention to 
a 
resolution of the S ta te Relief Commis­ 
sion calling upon the Federal govern­ 
m ent to grant $3,000,000 to the state 
of California during May and June to 
m eet th e relief requirem ents for those 
unemployables who are the present re­ 
sponsibility of th e relief adm inistra­ 
tion, plus such additional am ounts as 
m ight be necessary to care for those 
released by W PA and who find them ­ 
selves unable to secure work or relief 
from other agencies.

W hen Boulder Dam was taken over 
by th e United S tates Lake Mead, the 
safety valve it created for th e Colo­ 
rado river, and named in honor of Dr. 
Elwood Mead, the late 
reclam ation 
com m issioner, who supervised th e con­ 
struction of Boulder Dam, contained 
3.800.000 acre-feet of water, a little 
more th an one-tenth of its capacity of 
30.500.000 acre-feet. 
Lake Mead today is 270 feet deep 
a t the dam and 78 miles long. 
W ater 
has filled the tailrace below the dam. 
For th e first tim e in m ontas the river 
is 
discharging 
into 
Lake M ead 
a 
g reater volume of w ater than it is 
necessary to div ert for irrigation and 
other uses below the dam. 
The in­ 
flow today was 7000 second feet com­ 
pared with a diversion of 5600 second 
feet through the num ber one plug 
gate and the Arizona valve house. 
The flood season, however, is not 
im m ediately a t hand. The present in­ 
crease in the flow of the river above 
j the dam is but a hint of the flood to 
! come. 
It is estim ated th at the flood 
¡ this y ear will add at least 8.000.000 
1 acre-feet to the w ater stored in Lake 
Mead. 
The generation of power will 
ba 
•started later this spring or in the early 
sum m er. 
W ork in the powerhouse is 
'going forw ard very rapidly, with 
in­ 
stallation of th ree of the giant 82,500 
kv. a. generators and the units that 
will serve the station well along, and 
the installation of circuit 
breakers, 
transform ers, valves and drains under­ 
way. 


V irtually all th e sections of the pen­ 
stock have been placed, and one of 
the g reat penstocks has been tested. 
The last of the four penstock pipes, 
each of which is 30 feet in diam eter 
and extends from an intake 
tow er 
above the dam to units of the power­ 
house a t its toe, will be completed this 
sum m er, although several years will 
elapse before th e powerhouse begins 
generation at capacity. 


M eanwhile the power transm ission 
lines, which eventually are to 
carry 
4,330,000,000 kilow att hours of prim ary 
energy each year, 
are 
in 
various 
stages of construction. 
The Southern 
Sierras Pow er com pany’s line, which 
was used to bring power to Boulder 
dam during the construction period, is 
ready to carry it away from the pow­ 
erhouse w henever the generators are 
prepared to produce it. 
The 250-mile 
line of the city of Los Angeles is near­ 
ing completion. The M etropolitan W a­ 
ter d istrict of Southern 
California, 
which will supply w ater from 
the 
Colorado river to cities on the south­ 
ern California coast through a $220,­ 
000,000 aqueduct, has begun construc­ 
tion of its transm ission line, as has 
the N evada Pow er district, 
a state 
body, which will transm it power to 
the m ines and sm elters in the vicinity 
of Pioche, Nevada. 


Having annexed the Southern Cali­ 
fornia hoop crown, and 
m aintained
